Between three and four o'clock ycetor 
day afternoon, a can of ooal oil exploded 
killing the buby of Mr, and Mrs. J. C. 
Krhart and seriously, if not fatally burn* 
iug Mrs. Jam es lb ird , a t No. 639 Chavez 
street. 
From the testimony a t the Cor­ 
oner's inquest held yesterday evening it 
was shown th at the accideut occurred 
about a* follow*: 
Mr. and Mrs. Krhart 
occupy one half of the double house, No. 
538 Chavez street, and Mr. and Mr*. 
Baird the other portion. 
Recently the 
whole of the Krhart family with the 
exception of th e parents have been sick 
with the mtaelee, nod oae boarder ia 
*lao 
a dieted with 
the Mino disease. 
Two or the Krhart children are still iu 
bed and Mrs. E rbart was obliged to at. 
tend to some washing, iu const queues of 
which she gave her baby to Mrs. Baird 
tu take care of while she was busy. 
Mrs. Baird with the baby iu her arms, 
tried to put two pies on a shelf over 
the stove on which was /landing a ooal 
oil can. 
In doing sc her elbow knockod 
tho coal oil can < ff tbe shelf ou to the 
stove where it instantly exploded, the 
burning oil saturating th e dress of Mrs. 
Baird nnd the clothes of the baby. Mrs. 
liiirrl attem pted to extinguish tho flame* 
about the bat>y with her drets, but be­ 
ing nnable to do. so run streaming into 
the back yard where her husband and 
Mrs. Eliza W hitham wont to her assist- 
auoe aud after some hard work sue 
etc Jed in putting o at the tire. 
By this 
time the baby was fatally burned and 
Mrs. B%ird was also badly burned about 
the breast, lace neck and arras. The 
baby died about an hoar afterwards, 
and at a lato boor last night Mrs. Baird 
was delirious. 
I t 
is 
ceriain that 
the ohild inhaled the flames, as its 
month aud tongue wera badly burned. 
It is thought that M rs. Baird also in­ 
haled the flames as her condition was 
so serious. T be Coroner • jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death.

Use natural enhancement of values in­ 
cident lo the great growth of popula­ 
tion. 
Experience oven has failed to 
teach the old-timer the folly of such a 
conree, and he is to day as eager a 
s e lle r as he was six or seven years 
•go. 
At each point in tho game he 
has insisted th at the time bad come 
to call the turn. 
It has not coiue! 
Gentlemen, it is not coming! The 
development of the country has but 
begun, and while fancy lands at $ 1000 
to 12000 an acre may have less m ar­ 
gin to go on in the future than in Ihe 
past, taking the country as a whole, 
rough and smooth, and the top ronnd 
of the ladder is still a good way above 
the head of 
the fellow who has 
reached the highest point so far. 
There are two good íeasons for this 
view of the situation.

The second reason for onr views 
may be discovered in the indubitable 
fact that the price of money must 
find a lower level within the next few 
years. 
The railroad building going 
on at the moment is leaving a large 
am onnt of money along tlie various 
tracks it is taking through our terri­ 
tory. 
Then the great ranches are 
being sold and subdivided.

This money also must 
be put out on usufruct somewhere.

who has seen Chicago, Kansas City, 
Detroit and Denver grow up as rap­ 
idly as Jo n ah 's gourd, yet permanent 
ia Home on her seven hills will see 
these facts as plain as daylight.

Ore pioneer will probably go on in 
his old way, telling his lands for a 
song, and seeing the man who came 
here 
yesterday 
grow rich by his 
foresigh ted and enlightened policy.

Ours is not a great wine-consuming 
people, and it will take many yeaps 
to educate the great 
m ajority of 
Americans to two tiutbs—that light 
wines are the best safeguards against 
Intemperance, and that these bever­ 
ages in moderation are more conduc­ 
ive to the m e n s a n a in corpore tano 
than is the drinking of too much cof­ 
fee and tea. in time these facts will 
impress themeelves on the average 
mind, and then all our w ines will find 
a ready m aiket at home. 
In the 
meantime it is most desiiable th at an 
outlet be found abroad for part of the 
products of our vineyards. The pur­ 
chase of Sunny Slope by English cap­ 
italists will work lo this good end. 
The San Francisco Call ol recent 
date priuts 
the 
following, which 
points in the same hopeful direction : 
Ricardo Andre, the resident agent 
of two French wine merchants of 
Paris, has placed ia the hands of the 
Viticultura! Commission officials ah 
interesting report from his principals 
concerning wine in bottles with Cal­ 
ifornia labels shipped to them as 
samples. 
The 
tam ples 
comprise 
clarets, white wines 
and fortified 
wiues. 
The French report is very 
satisfactory, and is especially favor­ 
able to the clarets sent. 
It says that 
2,500,0(10 gallons of rough, unclaritied 
wine could be eaúly used yearly in 
blending w ith French products. Last 
October Mr. Andre shipped 10,000 
gallons of average wines of the vin­ 
tage of 1H&4 to his principals, of 
which they say that the wine has 
aged greatly by the trip, so that it 
might be dangerous to sjup wine a 
year older than the lot pent. 
Wines 
of this class should not bo over two 
and a half yeais old at the time of 
shipment. 
Those containing 14 per 
cent, of ulcohol did belter than those 
of only 12 per cent, alcoholic strength. 
The writers say that the wines would 
compete most favorably with the 
petite Bordeaux wines sold in Paris 
at high prices, and ask the California 
winemakers to send a full line ol 
wine samples to be shown at the ex ­ 
position in 1889. 
As to liquor wines 
they are reported good, bat not able 
to compete with the Spanish and 
Portuguese, which are equally good 
and cost less. 
This year 25,000 gallons will be 
-nt. half to Autwcrp and half to 
Pai :*j, and local vinyardista expect 
goo.1 resulta from the shipments, es­ 
pecially in Belgium. 
All this wine 
will be sold as California, and under 
California labels. 
The testimony here borne to the 
good qnality of our vintages is cer­ 
tainly very flattering to the enterpris­ 
ing men who have founded the wine 
industry of California.

A Thirty-Five Thousand 
Dollar Fire.

A t th e City Council yrslerdey after 
noon tho Richmond Fire Alarm Co. ton 
In a com m uoieatiou aUli.'g 
that tho 
apparatus was <t> good workmg order, 
sod laot n ight it was used to good pur­ 
pose iu turning an alarm from box No. 
S i, at about half pant eight o’clock for a 
^ re on Third street, between Fort and 
H ill, 
which prom ised at one tim e to 
prove a 
very 
serioue 
conflagration. 
T h ere w ere, aa usual, several stories as 
to how th e tire was disoovered, but tho 
tw o w hich seem ed to be the m ost relia­ 
ble were those told by Mr. J. D . Camp­ 
bell, who roaides directly opposite the 
furniture warehouse 
whero 
the tire 
started, and the son of Mr. Fuller, of 
tho firm of Fuller A Day, who rehilo» 
In the raar of tho Firet Congregational 
Church, 
ou the corner of Third and 
H ill streets. 
Mr. Campbell stated that 
•he was at the front porch of h is house 
and saw what appeared to be a flash of 
flint o so d smoke 
About the aame time 
som e roan whom he did not know rushed 
u p to th e front door of th e warehouse 
■a.‘d brake it open. 
Shortly after, the 
alarm w in turned In, and by 
that tiiuc 
th e flam es had burst through the reof. 
M aster Fuller stated that he was a t ihe 
stable in the rear of th e warehouse, and 
liis attention w as attracted by wbat 
«seated to be an txp losion toward the 
« joter o f the building. 
As soon as he 
discovered th at th e plact was on fire he 
ran and gave the alarm. 
These stories 
gave n o indicati< n of the manner in 
w hich th e tire bad started, except that 
it had evidently started among the paints 
and oils w hich w ere stored in the central 
portion of th e building 
The warehouse 
had been locked up for the night, and 
none of th e em ployees could be found,

W hen it was seen that th e Ashley 
H ouse could n ot be saved the Fire D e­ 
partm ent turned its attention to saving 
th e F irst Cocgregational Church, on th e 
corner of Third and H ill streets, w hich 
was separated from the warehouse only 
by a narrow strip of land, and tlie 
building belonging to Dr. E-lcar, No. 141 
Fort street, occupied by Airs. J . YV, 
W is w ell. 
Two streams were turned on 
th e church at first, but later on ono of 
them was taken off and p n t on Mrs. 
W bw eU ’a house. 
tteveial 
tim es the 
church caught on fire, ami the members 
o f the MorrU Vineyard Host* com pany 
performed excellent work in keeping the 
church from being consumed. 
A t least 
four times the oomioea around the roof 
of th e wing cau gh t tire, and in order to 
reach tbs flames th e firemen had to ex-

ose them selves to the moat intense 
eat w h ich had charred the whole side.

th o w illin g people who by thie tiiue had
